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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: "differential gear 
mechanism" is repeated in lines 4 and 5 examiner believes that "differential gear 
mechanism should be removed from line 5. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1,2,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ogawa (US Patent No 6,763,908). Ogawa discloses a steering device for a vehicle 
comprising: a torque control means (16) {Target steering reaction torque generation 
means in applicants claim 1}, said torque control means generates a signal that 
controls the reaction torque in the steering wheel (1), said torque control means (16) 
reads a reaction torque detection means (10) {steering reaction torque from claim 1}, 
and an output from the production means (15) when said production means is 
connected to a steering wheel angle detection means (12) {production means and angle

detection means cover the reference road reaction torque mentioned in claim 1} (Col 5, 
lines 13-20); a first planetary gear mechanism (2) connected to the steering wheel (1) 
through a shaft (figure 1), said planetary gear mechanism (2) is connected to a electric 
motor (801), said motor is being read by torque control means (16). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yao (US Patent No 6,728,615). Yao discloses a system of 
controlling vehicle steer-by-wire systems with adjustable steering feel.
